Turkish territory, 
“ W e are »till at w ar," he said, “ and 
until an arm istice is concluded Greece 
retains her liberty of action. 
We ean- 
uot allow our activity to be confined to 
Thessaly w here the T urks are prepon­ 
derant. 
Th* powers have hinderea us 
from acting in Crete, but Greece cannot 
be burred everywhere nor compelled to 
restrict her operations to a lim ited area. 
“ W e have done our best to obtain an 
arm istice, and until it is accorded we 
m ust act wh* re and w hen we can. 
If 
we have not already prosecuted the w ar 
at various points and am ong the islands 
of the Aegean, it is only because wo 
have taken into consideration the suffer­ 
ings to w hich tli© Greek population 
m ight be subjected." 
The governm ent evidently thinks that 
a renew al of the war w ill hasten instead 
of retarding the arm istice. 
This calcu­ 
lation may prove to be correct, but it is 
more likely that Turkey will seize upon 
it as an excuse for delaying the arm is­ 
tice and will deal a crushing blow in 
Thessalv.

W ashington, May 15.—Tile fact that 
the senate was not in session yesterday 
and that comparatively few senators 
were at the capital had a quieting effect 
upon the situation in regard to Cuban 
affairs. 
There was still, however, much 
interest in the cooree that the matter 
may take on Monday. 
Senator Morgan 
caid that the no*#sage cd the president, 
if it should apply only to relief measures 
in the way of food aud clothing, would 
not cause him to deviate from his pur* 
j pose of pressing his resolution for the 
recognition of a st a to of war as he had 
I given notice he would do la-fore it was 
J assumed that the president would send 
in such a message. 
The fro-lids of the Morgan resolution 
will not antagonize un-a sn re# contem­ 
plating temporary relief, but they are 
not di*j> *#ed to accept such measures in 
place of a more general and far roaching 
declaration. 
The opposition w ill 
also 
probably 
acquiesce In a resolution appropriating 
money to relieve immediate want*. Sen­ 
ator Hale, who is generally recognized 
as the leader of the opposition to all 
measure# looking to a general declara­ 
tion in the Onion interest, is absent 
fn un the city, but Senator W hite, who 
also opjKJM*# such measures as a rule, 
says that while there were objections to 
extending our charity to «uch an extent 
he woald be disposed to offer no opposi­ 
tion to such a measure.

Rain Say# Greece Mutt Aet In the 
Al»#enee of An Arini»tice. 
London, May IS.—The, correspondent 
of the Times at Athens says: 
The re­ 
sumption of 
offensive 
operations in 
Epirus greatly complkates tile situation 
and tends to hamper th*- negotiations 
few peace. 
Tile evident intention at th*- 
Groek commanders is to capture 
the 
Turkish positions then in order to show 
that they have not been d* f* ated. 
In an interview y**sterday Mr. Ralli, 
the premier. repeat*<i his statement that 
humanitarian motives are responsible 
for the advance in Epirus, but h«* did 
not deny the advantage# which might 
be hoped for from the capture of Pro­ 
v e n and the occupation of the adjoining 
Turkisli territory. 
"W e are still at war," In-said, “and 
until an armistice is concluded (ireect* 
retains her liberty of action. 
We can­ 
not allow our activity to be confined to 
Thessaly where the Turks are prepon­ 
derant. 
Th* powers have hindered us 
from acting in Crete, but Greece cannot 
b** barred everywhere nor compt*lied to 
restrict h* r operations to a limited area. 
“ We have d-ine our In-st to obtain an 
armistice, and until it is accorded we 
must act where and when we can. 
If 
we have not already prosecuted the war 
at various points and among the islands 
of the Aegean, it is only because we 
have taken into ootuademtion the suffer­ 
ing* to which tile Greek population 
might be subjected." 
The government evidently think# that 
a renewal of the war w ill hasten instead 
of retarding the armistice. 
This calcu­ 
lation mar prove to Is* coerect, but it is 
more likely that Turkey will seize upon 
it as an oxcus. for delaying the armis­ 
tice and w ill deal a crushing blow in 
Th©s#alv.
